DRAMA ON THE CAPE 


(A reprint of an article written in 1938 by Raymond Moore, 
original founder of the Cape Playhouse) 


Theatrical history on the Cape began at Provincetown. Eugene O’Neill, Susan Glas- 
pell, George Cram Cook, Frank Shay and others gave the inspiration which resulted in 
the Provincetown Players, whose efforts grew from a deserted fish house on a wharf to 
a national institution. Offspring of the Provincetown Players were the Wharf Players 
and Frank Shay’s organization which played in a barn. 


I arrived on the scene during the heyday of the latter groups, and in 1926 I opened 
my own company at Provincetown. Naturally in that time and place our season was 
strongly flavored with O’Neill, with lighter fare offered in “Mr. Pim Passes By,” and 
“Mary, Mary, Quite Contrary.” Zita Johann, Morgan Farley and Jane Burby were the 
three “wheelhorses” of the acting company. 


The season was an artistic success. We had achieved an audience, a faithful follow- 
ing which came from all parts of the Cape. 


It seemed wise to find a more central location for a Cape Playhouse and, after con- 
siderable searching, Dennis was decided upon. In October, 1926, I asked eight hundred 
persons to subscribe for a new theatre, as yet non-existent, to house plays yet unselected, 
to be presented by actors not yet chosen. The response was surprising. 


Since then, the Cape Playhouse, and its companion of the movies, the Cape Cinema, 
have become Cape Cod institutions, which, like many other Cape activities and products 
(such as rag rugs, quahaug chowder and Cape cottages) have made their influence felt 
throughout the land. Within a decade of the founding of the Cape Playhouse more than 
five score other summer theatres have sprung up, most of them basing their policies upon 
those inaugurated at Dennis. 


The plays, our guest-star policy and the Playhouse and Cinema are too well known 
to require further explanation. Stars like Robert Montgomery, Bette Davis, Drue Leigh- 
ton, Lloyd Nolan, Henry Fonda and Margaret Hamilton were developed at Dennis. De- 
velopment of young talent is one of our chief aims, and I am certain that our current 
company has several members who will take their places with the great ones of the 
future stage and screen. 


I envisioned a theatre, but the Cape Playhouse property has become a small village 
within the town of Dennis. 


THE RAYMOND MOORE FOUNDATION, chartered by the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts as a charitable corporation, was formed to establish a drama, music, ballet, 
horticulture and fine arts center at the Cape Playhouse. Under the will of the late Ray- 
mond Moore, who founded the Playhouse in 1927, it was provided that all of his estate be 
placed in trust for this particular purpose. The Raymond Moore Foundation owns the 
Cape Cinema, the Cape Playhouse Restaurant, the Star Cottage, the Cape Cinema Gar- 
dens, and a controlling interest in the Cape Playhouse. The income derived from such 
cwnership is used for its maintenance and development.

THIS WEEK 


THE AUTHOR . 


Dodie Smith, the writer of this week’s 
play, has been successful both as a play- 
wright and a novelist. Her plays are 
noted for both their wit and wisdom. 
Francis Lederer came to the United 
States especially to play the lead in the 
romantic comedy “Autumn Crocus.” “Call 
It a Day,” after a long run in London and 
New York City, was made into a movie 
featuring Claudette Colbert. “Dear Octu- 
pus,” like the two above, had its premiere 
in England and then came to America. 


“Lovers and Friends,’ which one New 
York critic described as filled with “warm, 
radiant life in its conception and writing,” 
opened in New York in 1943 with Kath- 
erine Cornell in the stellar role. In its por- 
trayal of the problems of a long married 
couple, it is an example of Miss Smith’s 


clever and penetrating style. 
As a novelist, Miss Smith wrote one of 


last year’s best sellers. I CAPTURE THE 
CASTLE is the highly amusing and 
charmingly written journal of a young 
girl of about sixteen. 


THE CAPE ARTS CENTER 


On July 21st the Cape Arts Center will 
open its new gallery, the building you see 
nearing completion as you drive from the 
Playhouse to the Cinema. The first show- 
ing arranged by the Margaret Brown Gal- 
lery of Boston will be the paintings of 
Gardner Cox and Alice Stallknecht. Miss 
Stallknecht is a familiar name on the 
Cape since she has lived in Chatham since 
1910. Naturally her favorite subject is the 
place where she resides. In a bold, large 
scale, following outside the now conven- 
tionalized primitive painting, she has cap- 
tured scenes which describe the life of 
the town. Her paintings are included in 
the Lilly collection of Religious Art and 
in the collection of Lawrence Tibbett. 


Gardner Cox is a native of Massachu- 
setts. After studying at the Boston 
Museum School, he went to the Art Stu- 
dents League in New York and various 
other summer schools. He also followed

LOOKING BACK 


Glancing through the lists of plays in past seasons, we noticed that during the fourth 
week of 1933, HUMPHREY BOGART and JOSEPHINE HULL co-starred in “TOURISTS 
ACCOMMODATED.” 

In 1937, PHILIP HOLMES and MARTHA SCOTT played in “THE PETRIFIED FOR- 
EST.” This show marked Miss Scott’s first lead at the Cape Playhouse. 


JIMMY SAVO made one of his few appearances on the legitimate stage in 1942 in 
“THE DUENNA,” with DOROTHY: SANDS and TAMARA. 


Young and old patrons of the Playhouse will remember the second bill of 1946— 
GREGORY PECK returned to star in “THE PLAYBOY OF THE WESTERN WORLD,” 
his only summer theatre appearance that season. He’s another of our successful alumni, 
having appeared here as a member of the resident company during the season of 1942. 


The Cape Playhouse has been a Cape Cod landmark since 1790, when it was the old 
Nobscossett meeting house. Cleon Throckmorton, eminent artist and the theatre’s first 
art director, drew up plans for remodeling the ancient structure. Herbert Lutz, now a 
Dennis resident and a well known scene designer and artist, was his assistant. In the 
early days of the Playhouse, Mr. Lutz recalls, there was no scene and carpenter’s shop 
such as now stands at the rear of the theatre. “We melted our glue for the scene paint 
over campfires in the backyard,” he explained, “and when it rained we rushed all the 
scenery back into the theatre. When the sun came out, we went back to work again.”

RUTH CHATTERTON (Stella) makes her fourth welcome appearance at the Play- 
house this week. A favorite with Cape audiences, she was last seen here as the charm- 
ing prevaricator in a revival of Clyde Fitsch’s “The Truth,” in 1946. Before that she 
starred in “Tomorrow and Tomorrow” in 1940, and two years later in “Rebound” with 


Ralph Forbes. 


Ruth Chatterton has been a first lady 
of the theatre ever since her early teens 
when she became a full-fledged star over- 
night in “Daddy Long Legs’ under the 
guidance of Henry Miller. Many suc- 
cesses followed, including James M. Bar- 
rie’s “Mary Rose,’ which she originated, 
and “Come Out of the Kitchen.” She final- 
ly succumbed to Hollywood offers and 
stayed there eight years as the First Lady 
of the Screen, making scores of hits which 
included “Madame X,” “Sarah and Son,” 
and “Dodsworth.” 


Between her film assignments she es- 
caped the boredom of Hollywood parties 
by taking flying lessons, because, she says, 
“the grease monkeys were more fun to 
talk to.’ She has the honor of being one 
of the first outstanding woman pilots and 
is an honorary member of Dr. Margaret 
Chung’s “Fairhaired Bastards’—a famous 
group of American pilots, including Gen- 
eral Doolittle, who fought in the China 
Theatre of Operations. 


Since her return from Hollywood she 
has made many Broadway appearances, 
and toured the country in such plays as 
“Private Lives,” “Caprice,” and “The Little 
Foxes.” This year she returns to the Play- 
house in a new role—that of a novelist. 
For the last year and a half she has been 
working on a novel which she claims mir- 
aculously wrote itself. Simon and Schus- 
ter have bought it for publication in Feb- 
ruary, and the only advance notice Ruth 
will give it, is that it has nothing to do 
with the theatre. While she waits for pub- 
lication, she expects to be rehearsing a 
new play written especially for her by 
Garson Kanin. It is laid in a Washington 
background, and Ruth says with relish 
that it is a wonderful nasty part about 
a ruthless woman in search of power.

STIANO BRAGGIOTTI (Rodney Bos- 
well) was born in Italy, although Boston 
has always claimed the extremely gifted 
Braggictti family as its own. All six chil- 
dren were born in Florence where their 
father was a well known singer and voice 
teacher. Stiano studied voice and violin 
there, and when the family came to this 
country—Stiano was sixteen—he was al- 
ready a concert violinist.

and continued to play the Bard’s tragedies 
in this country. In fact, her first chance 
to play comedy came with a Library 
Theatre production of “The Affairs of 
Anatole” which Mady Christians directed. 
Her clever timing made her instantly re- 
cognized as the comedienne whom the 
Cape Playhouse audiences know.
